Smallpox and plagve. 

Yokohama, June 1, 1897. 
Sir : I have the honor to forward herewith my regular report of infec- 
tious disease in Japan, for period May 13 to May 30, inclusive. 

The epidemic of smallpox, as you will notice, is still steadily, if 
slowly, abating, while the amount of plague reported from Formosa is 
about the same as at my last return. The localities affected and the 
distribution of cases are as follows : Tainan, 78 cases ; Taichin, 10 cases ; 
Taihoku, 4 cases ; total, 92 cases. 

In this connection, I may add that plague is said to have broken out 
at Amoy, China.
